Ex-candidate meets critical moment 
Romney's withdrawal boosts Rockefeller 


George 
Romney 
pulls out

whose candidacy never caught 
fire, pulled out of the Republi- 
can 
presidential 
nomination 


contest Wednesday to clear the 
way for another moderate lo op- 
pose Richard M. Nixon. 


Romney told a crowded gath- 


ering of newsmen that "a criti- 
cal moment" had arrived at 
which the dominantly progres- 
sive GOP governors should se- 
lect a candidate to support their 
viewpoint. 


Romney walked away from a 


question a.: to which man he 
would support. But Republican 
leaders agreed that his action 
had projected Gov. Nelson A. 
Rockefeller of New York toward 
a contest with Nixon, former 
vice president and the I960 nom- 
inee. 


Froni 16 to 18 of the Republi- 


can slate executives, 
assem- 


bling here for a National Gover- 
nors Conference meeting begin- 
ning Thursday, have said that if 


flomney faltered as the banner- 
carrying leader of the moder- 
ates they could support Rocke- 
feller. 


Arriving for the governors' 


conference, Rockefeller insisted 
in an interview his position as a 
noncandidate 
had 
not 
been 


changed by Romney's decision. 
But he said he plans confer- 
ences with Republican gover- 
nors. He noted that the gover- 
nors "have stuck together." 


While he said he is not a can- 


didate, the New York governor 
said again, as he had Saturday 
in Detroit, that he would accept 
a draft. He said he had tried lo 
talk Romney out of withdraw- 
ing. 


Romney has criticized Presi- 


dent Johnson's 
Vietnam 
war 


policies, calling for neutraliza- 
tion of Southeast Asia. Nixon 
has supported Johnson's basic 
objective of fighting Communist 
aggression 
there. Rockefeller 


has given past support to the 
President's course but has been 


silent 
about 
Vietnam 
for 


months. 


At the end of a disappointing 


campaign trail that began long 
before his formal announcement 
last Nov. 18, Romney said it 
was clear his candidacy "has 
not won the wide acceptance 
with rank-and-file Republicans 
that I had hoped to achieve." 


Polls indicated he was the un- 


derdog in the March 12 New 
Hampshire primary where his 
name was on the ballot with 
Nixon's. A write-in drive for 
Rockefeller h under way there. 


In the April 2 Wisconsin pri- 


mary, however, Nixon seems to 
have a clear field, since Rocke- 
feller already has withdrawn his 
name. 


Romney told fellow GOP gov- 


ernors ' in a letter that they 
ought lo work for a candidate 
and a platform thai would offer 
"effective alternatives lo for- 
eign 
and domestic 
programs 


dealing with such major issues 
as Vietnam, inflation, crime, in- 


dolence, delinquency, race and 
power group politics." 


The Michigan governor indi- 


cated he expects a quick deci- 
sion by the GOP state execu- 
tives. He scheduled a 
news 


conference in Manchester, N.H. 
Friday morning to announce his 
support for a candidate Ihey 
may pick. 


In his letter to his colleagues, 


Romney pledged "I will support 
wholeheartedly 
the 
candidate 


(or president to whom the Re- 
publican governors give their 
support." 


Rockefeller's continued public 


reluctance lo become a candi- 
date did not keep party leaders 
from predicting he will get into 
the race. 


Sen. 
Hugh Scott, R-Pa., a 


Romney 
supporter, said 
the 


Michigan 
governor's 
decision 


releases Rockefeller from this 
pledge to support Romney. 


"We who admire Gov. Rocke- 


feller look forward to his start- , 
ing an 
active campaign for 


president in the near future," 
said Scott, a former GOP na- 
tional chairman. 


Sen. Thruston B. Morton, R- 


Ky., another former national 
chairman, said that if Republi- 
can 
governors 
swing 
their 


weight behind Rockefeller, the 
New York governor could win 
the nomination even if Nixon 
were successful in all of the pri- 
maries. 
. Sen. Charles II. Percy, R-I1I., 
expected tu be named as Illi- 
nois' favorite son, said he ex- 
pects Romncy's withdrawal to 
narrow the nominati6n contest 
to a Nixon-Rockefeller affair. 


Percy said 
he hasn't any 


choice between the two at this 
point but wants to assess their 
position on the issues. Illinois' 
58-vole delegation is expected to 
give the bulk of its support to 
Nixon.

lenor of his report. 


"I think the initiative lies on 


both sides," Ihe four-star gener- 
al said when asked if the enemy 
is now calling the shots in the 
conflict. 


"In certain areas where the

Cong have sizable uncommitted 
forces, of course they can move. 
In other words they have tacti- 
cal flexibility." 


Wheeler maintained, however, 


that the Communists failed lo 
achieve their objectives in re- 
cent weeks of fighting 
and, 


where they were repulsed, the 
forces of Gen. William C. West- 
moreland hold the initiative.

"balanced, factual picture of his 
impressions of the situation at 
the present time." 


But when asked about possi- 


ble decision on adding more 
troops, Christian said: "I can- 
not give you specific details." 


66 Communist countries 
pledge Cong necessary aid 


BUDAPEST, Hungary 
(AP) 


— Delegates of 66 Communist 
parties demanded unanimously 
Wednesday 
that 
Ihe 
United 


Slates halt all military opera- 
tions in Vietnam, and pledged 
"all necessary support" lo the 
Viet Cong and North Vietnam, 
Communist sources reported. 


The conference's declaration 


of solidarity on Vietnam came 
after the Soviet Union in a sep- 
arate development was reported 
to have drawn a rebuke from 
Romania by leading an attack 
on Red China despite an agree- 
ment lo avoid name calling. 
Sources said (he Soviets were 
joined by other countries in crit- 
icizing the absent Chinese. 


The 
official 
Easl 
German 


news agency ADN, in a Buda- 
pest dispatch, said the Vietnam 
declaration was addressed to 
the Central Committee of the 
North Vietnamese Communist 
party and to the presidium of 
Ihe Soulh Vietnamese National 
Liberation Front, political arm 
of the Viet Cong. 


The declaration, as reported 


by ADN, made no mention of 
Red China's role in the war, an 
issue that was said to have 


come up at Wednesday's ses- 
sion. 


Mikhail A. Suslov, Soviet par- 


ty ideologist, was reported to 
have assailed Red China for 
great power chauvinism, nation- 
alism and refusal to cooperate 
in united Communist action to 
support North Vietnam.

Romania a fence-sitter in the 


Moscow-Peking dispute that has 
destroyed world Communist uni- 
ty, expressed regrets that the 
Soviet Union .had found it neces- 
sary to violate its promises and 
criticize the absent Chinese. 


It was at Romanian insistence 


that assurances were given to 
Communist parties before they 
came here that no parly would 
be criticized. The meeting was 
called to discuss the Soviet plan 
for a world Communist confer- 
ence.

speeches of Communist parties 
that follow Moscow's line called 
for a world conference in No- 
vember or December, with most 
suggesting Moscow as the site. 


This indicated Soviet determi- 


nation to press ahead, after five 
years of hesitation because of 
Chinese and Romanian-lype op- 
position, and hold a conference 
even if only three-quarters of 
the world's 89 Communist par- 
lies are willing to attend.

The Pittsburgh Federation of 


Teachers, which represents a 
third of the city's 3,000 teachers 
went ahead wilh plans lo set up 
picket lines early Thursday. 


The Board of Education asked 


Hester to Issue an injunction 
Wednesday. 


Board 
attorney 
Nicholas 


Unkovic argued that a teachers' 
strike 
would 
violate, state 


laws against walkouts by public 
employes. 


"The health and welfare of 


80,000 school children would be 
affected," said Unkovic. "This 
union seems determined to go 
pell-mell ahead, regardless of 
the law." 


Hester agreed the law clearly 


bars strikes by teachers. 


Herman Foreman, • attorney 


for the Pittsburgh Federation of 
Teachers, AFU - CIO, admitted 
the strike would be illegal. "But 
if so let the school board punish 


the teachers, not the court," 
said Foreman, 


The court action was practi- 


cally simultaneous with an at- 
tempt by John Tabor, recently 
appointed secretary

and industry,, to get a 10 day 
cooling off period. 


Albert Fondy, president of the

to delay the strike if the board 
agreed to discussions in "good 
faith." 


"The board already has asked 


for a declaratory judgment in

bia University gave up its half 
interest in the Strickman eiga- 
retle filter Wednesday, saying it 
had made a "well-intenlioned 
mistake" but was taking no po- 
sition on the filter's merits. 


At the same time, Robert L. 


Strickman, 
the 
inventor, an- 


nounced a Canadian firm had 
been licensed lo use the filter 
and would have it on the market 
by June. The 
firm—Imperial 


Tobacco of Canada—confirmed 


everything but the date, which 
it said was uncertain. 


In Washington, Sen. Warren 


Magnuson, D-Wash., said after 
reading a report on tests of Ihe 
filter, conducted by Columbia, 
that it was "not, by any stretch 
of Ihe imagination, the revolu- 
tionary development which Co- 
lumbia first heralded last July." 


"In fact, the filter is not as ef- 


ficient in removing tar and nico- 
tine as certain filters readily 
available to cigarette manufac-

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Police protection 
begins at home 


II has been a year this week since burglars entered 


the Sears store in Wyckoff's basement and made off 
with $10,000 in money and merchandise including 17 
guns. It has been a month since burglars entered the 
Stroudsburg post office and stole over $50,000 in stamps. 


The thefts haven't been solved although if is possible 


that suspects picked up on other charges elsewhere may 
have been responsible. We probably will never know. 


It could happen again and we taxpayers can hardly 


complain about lack of police protection or detective 
work. The combined police forces of the Stroudsburg 
number less than 20 and usually less than half a dozen 
are on active duty. None of them are detectives. And 
even with larger forces, which many believe would be 
more realistic, crime would hardly be furloughed. 


It occurs, however, that small communities could 


get reputations as "easy marks" among professional 
thieves, such as the type which almost certainly have 
done the local jobs in the past year. 


The most obvious answer seems to be a tightening 


on carelessness and 
an accent 
on security 
among 


businesses. That is easy to say, of course, but not 
necessarily simple to accomplish or even easy to justify 
economically. Still, we either should do something or 
stop complaining and philosophically expect the worst. 


Many sides to arrest 


in shoplifting case 


Speaking of crime, you may well be aware that 


a woman who gave her age as 81 was fined §34 this 
week for stealing a 15-cent spool of thread from a 
Stroudsburg store. 


As with most stories, this one is two-sided—or more. 
Our first reaction was benevolent. An 81-year-old 


woman . . . a tiny spool of thread . . . how rough must 
the letter of the law be? Probably a confused little 
oid lady . . . 


A second reaction came from the store manager, 


frustrated by mounting losses to shoplifters. A law is 
a law is a law . . . And if she'is 81, she is a mighty 
spry 81. 


A police officer admits it may look inhumane in 


retrospect but probably didn't seem so at the time. 
And do we have special standards for elderly people, 
same as we do for juveniles? 


We remain of the opinion that the judgment this 


week has to appear harsh. At the least it was bad 
public relations. People read their own version of justice 
into it. They blame the store owner for being such 
a stickler, the police for making the arrest, the justice 
for the 
stiff punishment and even The Record for 


publishing the story of what happened. 
\ 


Couldn't they have caught someone else? Well, how 


many shoplifters do you have and how many do you 
catch? You catch ail you can but still only get maybe 
one per cent of them while they cost you up to five 
per cent of your gross. 


We believe an injustice was committed but this 


is a second guess. Those most involved may have regrets 
but they had to make the original decisions.

Medical news cheers 


Federal farming 
forms 
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WASHINGTON -The 
farmers of this country 


have got my sympathy. The only Federal 
regulations and forms 1 must contend wilh are 
in conneclion with my income tax, hut farmers, 
my heavens, they're up to Iheir haunches in 
government stuff. 


It's no wonder they're leaving !he farms 


in droves. (Not all of them are leaving in droves; 
some are leaving in cars and buses, but they're 
leaving. Today let us consider the Agriculture 
Department's new standards for cauliflower. 


The new regulations cover six columns of 


tightly printed matter in the Federal Register. 
But I hope to break it down for you, so you 
can 
get 
on 
wilh 
your planting. The 
new 


cauliflower regulations go into effect on March 
15, and any farmer found violating them docs 
so at the risk of fine or imprisonment. 


Three siies 


From now on cauliflower will be packed 


in three sizes, "U.S. No. 1," "U.S. Commercial" 
and "Off-Size." There will be no mixing them. 
In any one container Ihe cauliflower curds will 
not vary more than 1.5 inches. 


If you want to know what a "curd" is, 


we 
must 
go 
to 
Paragraph 
51.552 of 
the 


regulations, which says this: "Cord. This means 
the edible porlion of the head, exclusive of the 
hull and any attached jacket leaves." In other 
words, Ihe while porl of the cauliflower. 


Moving along, we come to other official gov- 


ernment definitions, such as: "Clean. This means 


that Ihe curd is practically free of dirt or other 
foreign matter." Without 
this Agriculture 


Department guideline, we might never 
have 


known what "clean" means 


"Compact." 
According to the regulations, 


"Compact means that the flower clusters are 
closely united and !he curd is solid." I salule 
all Hie government researchers who labored so 
long and hard to give us, this enlightening 
definition of "Compact." 


Equally brilliant are these two definitions: 


"Fresh. This means that the jacket leaves are 
of normal color and not wilted." (There is no 
definition of "normal color." Odd.) "Fairly Clean 
(not to he confused with clean) means that 
the jackel leaves are not caked or badly smeared 
wilh dirt or other foreign matter." 


There is no definition of the word "dirt." 


However, I'd say (he Agriculture Department 
decided lhal farmers probably know what dirt 
is and lefl it out. Finally, I quarrel with the 
definition 
of 
"Sofl 
or 
wet 
decay." 
The 


government says this means "any soft or mushy 
breakdown of the curd." Why not jusl say 
"mushy" and he done wilh il?

foods, fat free milk, fish, liver, seafood, veal, 
poultry and lean oils of meat with the fat 
removed and drained off. Vegetable oils, corn 
oil, cotton seed and safflower are 
excellent 


sources of polyunsaturated fats. 


There are not enough restrictions in a low-fat 


diet to interfere with the enjoyment 
of food. 


The advantages are great if we stay on such 
a diet from an early age. When once accustomed 
to 'it, it is no hardship and may well spare 
heart attacks. 


Doctors are anxious to bring patients physical 


and psychological benefits without exposing them 
to dangers. Consult them. 


Can you repeat the remedy once suggested 


for warts on Ihe sole of the feet?

Wallace would rob Nixon of victory 
despite even rating with President 
LEWIS 


, 
By LOUIS HARRIS 


It is entirely possible that 


former Vice President Richard 
Nixon could draw even with 
President Johnson in a two-way 
contest for the White House, 
only to find that the third-party 
candidacy of former Alabama 
Gov. 
George Wallace has 


robbed him of his chance for' 
election. 


According to the latest find-' 


ings of the Harris Survey, even 


. if Nixon were to catch Presi- 
dent Johnson in a two-way race, 
he would lose by four 
per- 


centage points with Wallace in 
the race^ That would be enough 
to give the President well over 
a majority of the electoral col- 
lege votes. 


In fad, the way things stand 


today, in order for Nixon to 
win Ihe White House, he would 
have' lo rise to an eight-point 
lead over Mr. Johnson in a two- 
way race. The reason is that 
Wallace is drawing five votes 
away from Nixon for every one 
he currently is taking away 
from the President. With an 
eight-point lead, Nixon could 
afford to give away a net loss 
of four points to Wallace and 
still end up (our points ahead. 
Thai would make him Presi- 
dent. 


Political arithmetic 


This 
exercise 
in 
political 


arithmetic illustrates how much 
Wallace's candidacy 
will 


complicate life in 1968. For if 
either Lyndon Johnson or his 
Republican opponent ends up 
with a margin of no more than 
two or three points in the vote, 
either 
might 
fall 
short 
of 


o b t a i n i n g the necessary 
majority of electoral 
college 


votes, 269, to win election. 


There seems little doubt that 


the main hope of the Wallace 
candidacy is not to win this 
year, but rather to keep either 
major-parly 
nominee from 


winning an electoral majority. 


Double shift 
eases school 
crowding 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Is the 


double shift school being used 
increasingly to ease crowding in 
the nation's classrooms? 


That question was raised in a 


recent survey of what readers 
are talking and worrying about, 
conducted by the Associated 
Press Managing Editors Asso- 


In that case the Wallace elec- 
tors could choose to throw their 
support to one candidate or the 
other in exchange for some kind 
of 
representation 
or 
policy 


participation 
in the new 


government. The other possi- 
bility under the Constitution is 
that the 
election 
would be 


passed on to the new House 
of Representatives for resolu- 
tion, where each stale would 
have one vote regardless of its 
size. 


Although some political ana- 


lysts have raised alarms over 
the chaos that would result if 
no major-party candidate were 
to win a majority of the elec- 
toral college votes, a careful 
examination of third-party 
efforts in modern times indi- 
cates that it is extremely diffi- 
cult for a minor-party candidate 
to stalemate the electoral 
process. 


In 1924 Wisconsin Sen. Robert 


La Follette, running on the 
Progressive ticket, won a rather 
high 17 per cent of the popular 
vote but won the electoral vote 
only in his home state, worth 
13 votes that year. An analysis 
of the pattern of voting in 1924 
shows that La Follette might 
have affected the outcome in 
12 additional states. 


Assuming that all of the La 


Follette vote would have gone 
to John W. Davis, the Demo- 
cratic nominee that year, 
Republican Calvin Coolidge still 
would have .won the electoral 
vote 286 lo 232. The reason was 
that Coolidge had 54 per cent 
of the vote in his own right 
and had room to spare in thai 
election. 


Electoral edge 


In 1948 Harry S. Truman 


received just under 50 per cent 
of the vote, but amassed 303 
electoral votes. It has since 
been widely assumed lhat all 


of the ballots cast for Progres- 
sive Henry Wallace and for then 
Dixiecrat J. Strom Thurmond 
would have normally gone to 
Mr. Truman. If that had been 
the case, then a two-way race 
would 
have 
resulted 
in 
a 


resounding 
55-45 per 
cent 


Truman victory over Thomas 
E. Dewey. As it was, President 
Truman enjoyed a five per cent 
edge over Dewey and had 34 
more electoral votes than he 
needed to be elected. 


The one election in modern 


history which might have been 
altered by a third-party candi- 
date, of course, was the 
Kennedy-Nixon race in 1960. 
John F. Kennedy won by only 
two-tenths of one per cent in 
the popular vote, even though 
he also carried enough states 
to give him a clear edge with 
303 electoral votes. 


While it is foolish to speculate 


what 
effect a 
third-party 


candidate such as 
George 


Wallace might have had in 1960, 
it is probably fair to assume 
that a Southern states-rights 
candidate 
might 
well 
have 


taken away the 35 electoral 
votes of Alabama, Louisiana, 
South 
Carolina and 
Georgia 


which President Kennedy won. 
This would have reduced the 
Kennedy margin to .268 electoral 
votes, 
or one short 
of the 


necessary 
majority. However, 


such a third-party candidate 
might also have taken enough 
votes away from Richard Nixon 
in Florida to give that state 
to 
Mr. 
Kennedy, 
and 
that 


state's 10 electoral votes would 
have given victory back to the 
Democrats. 


The basic reason why it is 


d i f f i c u l t 
for a 
third-party 


candidate to keep one or the 
other major-party 
candidate 


from 
winning an 
electoral 


majority 
is that seven big 


The U.S. Office of Education 


says the number of American 
youngsters attending public ele- 
mentary and high schools half 
days has dropped sharply over 
the last decade. 


In 1957, the post-World War II 


baby boom had sent the number 
in half-day sessions soaring lo 
840,000. By 1966, the number had 
fallen lo 357,000. And the agency 
reported thai last fall 272,000 
youngsters were enrolled in 
such classes. 


However five slates reported

number in split-shift classes: 
Connecticut from 1,014 to 7,102; 
Florida 13,000 lo 15,617; Maine

local population increases or 
classroom shortages in parts of 
a slate sometimes give the

Vance Grant, specialist in sta- 


tislics for the Office of Educa- 
tion, said there are two main 
reasons for the decline since 
1957: 


1. The rate of increase in stu- 


dent 
enrollment 
has slowed 


since the baby boom lhat the 
schools felt in the 1950s, and 


2. The nation has seen a vigo- 


rous school construction pro- 
gram during Ihe decade. 


The following statistics illus- 


trate the slowdown in the rate of 
growth of public school enroll- 
ment. 


In 1953, the nation's public 


schools had 28.1 million pupils. 
In Ihe next year, the number in- 
creased by 5.2 percent. Between 
1957 and 1058, the rate of in- 
crease was 'down to 3.4 percent. 
Between 1966 and 1967, the in- 
crease was 1.9 percent. Public 
school enrOlimenl stood at 43.9 
million last'fall, Grant reported. 


He said half a million class- 


rooms have been built over the 
last 10 years, reducing the aver- 
age number of pupils in public 
school classrooms 
throughout 


the nation from 27.8 in 1957 to 
25.7 :in 1007.

out of the necessary 269 elec- 
toral majority. These states, 
with their electoral voles, are: 
New York (43), California (40), 
Pennsylvania (29), Illinois >2B), 
Ohio 
(26), Texas 
(25) ai/; 


Michigan (21). 


Pivotal margin 


In no election since 1920 has 


any man been elected to the 
White House who did not carry 
a majority 
of these pivotal 


states. In 1960 Mr. Kennedy won 
five of the seven and in 1948 
Mr. Truman won four of seven. 
What is more, the pattern in 
all seven since 1952 has been 
more alike than different. The 
average for all seven states 
over ,the past four presidential 
elections has been less than one 
percentage point different from 
the national results. 


Therefore, if one candidate 


for president can run ahead of 
his other major-party opponent 
by three points or more, there 
is every likelihood that he will 
carry the seven pivotal states 
by roughly the same margin. 
And if he does, then he will 
obtain a majority of these key 
states and will likely win the 
election. 


Only one election for Presi- 


dent over the past 12 cam- 
paigns, the I960 contest, has 
been settled by a margin of 
less than three points. It is 
possible that this will be the 
case in 1968.

3 large eggs 
2 tablespoons butter or regular 


margarine, melted and 
cooled 


l-3rd cup lemon juice 
3 tablespoons water 


Roll out half the pastry and 


use to line an 8-inch glass pie 
plate. Roll out remaining pastry 
for top crust; cut vents in it; 
cover with transparent plastic 
wrapping and refrigerate. In a 
small bowl thoroughly stir to- 
gether the sugar and flour. In a 
medium mixing bowl beat the 
eggs until they arc foamy and 
begin to thicken. Add sugar- 
flour mixture and stir until 
smooth, Add butter, lemon juice 
and water; mix well, pour into 
uncooked pastry shell. Place 
pastry for top crust over filling; 
trim if necessary. Fold edges of 
both crusts under; seal and 
flute. Bake in a 40(klegree oven 
until pastry is golden—35 min- 
utes. Cool before cutting.

lo die at 25. There was so much 
living lo do—1 was in love. 


I passed the Ipjesia Dolores 


— The Church of our Mother 
of Sorrows 
the same church 


and school where Castro had 
studied, and 1 stopped. 1 bad 
joined the church when I first 
started teaching school at 18 
and now the open door seemed 
to beckon. 


Forgot her soul 


I went inside and sat in a 


pew. I didn't pray or think, 
1 just sat there, waiting for 
I don't 
know 
what,

n e r v o u s , 
c o n f u s e d 
and 


frightened. 


Idly, I looked about. On the 


seat was a prayer book, which 
1 picked up and opened. When 
1 did a slip of paper fell out. 
On it were 
scribbled these 


words: "He that findeth his life 
shall lose it: and he lhat loseth 
his life for My sake shall find 
it." (Malthew 10:39). 


Since the phone call, I'd been 


so concerned with the safety of 
my body that I'd forgotten my 
soul. I'd forgotten the Biblical 
promise that if you lose your 
life for Christ's sake, you find 
it. 


Suddenly 1 was on my knees 


in I h e empty huge church, 
tears falling freely. My terror 
subsided. I knew now what I 
needed lodo. 


In the silence of the church 


I prayed to Jesus lo let me 
know the way to be faithful to 
Him. 


No miracle 


I didn't expect a-miracle and 


I prayed for none. But I prayed 
lo Him with confidence that 
whatever the outcome, I would 
be saving the soul lhat I was 
offering to Him. 


When I finally slepped into 


Lieutenant Gonzalez' 'Office

fell unafraid. I had committed 
myself to God.

The indications were given by 


Herman Fein of the U.S. Army

Whoever called Paris "The 
City of "Light" 


either had a great sense of humor, terrible 
eyesight or he never went there in February. 


But whoever said the French didn't know 


how to throw a party may now take 20 giant 
steps backwards. That little snow - in in Grenoble 
cost La Belle France almost as much as World 
War !. The figure was set at just under a 
quarter of a billion dollars, but this didn't include 
such items as clean - up, and the loss of revenues 
of the resorts commanderred for the Olympic 
events. 


The French housed 1,500 journalists at Youth 


Hostel prices in modern (if sparsely furnished) 
apartments, and (hen went out of (heir way 
to encourage them not to have to wander 
downtown for any reason whatsoever, The food 
in the cafeteria was not Maxim's, but it was 
not drive - in stuff, either. There were two 
bars open all hours. The wine was free at 
the dinner, as many half - bottles as you could 
safely carry or consume. The breadfast was 
Ham - n - eggs and juice and coffee (the 
traditional "cafe.- aulait" brew that consists 
of half - and - half cold coffee and hot milk). 


The transportation up the hills to the resorts 


or to the Ice Stadium was free, prompt and 
courteous. 


Courteous People 


With all the international fist - shaking and 


war - of - nerves - on - tourism and rates 
- of - exchange, more than one American 
wondered if we wouldn't he huddled in the 
American Embassy under a shower of rocks 
by the' third day. Instead, the French went 
out of their way to deplore the bad feeling 
between our governments. Not a man admitted 
sympathy for Le Grand Charlie which made 
you wonder where his plurality came from. 


The entertainment might not have kepi 


Louis XIV up late, but the few Americans and 
Canadians who wandered downtown to the bistros 
or dance halls reported only conviviality. The 
French were not sickening about it, but almost 
the most popular victories of the Games were 
the Canadian girl in the slalom, and the Italian 
skier in the Nordic cross - country. The Russian 
hockey team was about as popular as rain. 


One of the hidden expenses of the Games 


were the French gold medals. Here was a 
country whose Olympic record, particularly in 
summer, in recent years, raised doubts as to 
whether they had showed up. In these Games, 
a succession of superb Gauls flashed down the 
slopes. Everything in those gales with a French 
accent was a threat. 


France, you would have to say, has made 


the greatesl 
comeback 
in the heavyweight 


division in recent history. And it seems not 
to be just the trains running on time and the 
phones working after midnight, but a new quality 
of caring, which a great many people thought 
had been a bigger casually of Hitler than the 
Maginot Line. 


Which brings us to the American showing. 


As you know, I am not one to feel national 
prestige depends very much one way or the 
other on athletic prowess, except in a limited 
way. 


But it isn't possible to look at this Olympic 


team 
after 
long experience 
with 
American 


athletes and feel that some of these kids are 
not tlie genuine article. 
In the 
first place, 


most of these kids are privileged, not to say, 
over — and this has been known to reduce 
the competitive edge. 


I feel if we don't want to have to come 


home every four vears with the seat of our 
pants wet, maybe we should round up some of 
these kids sinking 40 - foot baskets on the school 
playground, or breaking windows with 400 - foot 
bat smashes, and bust them up the mountain 
or out on the ice pond. Give us mountains 
to match our men. Lei's not just give Bob 
Bcaltie the first and second in Ihe Bryn Mawr 
downhill, or a kid who goes up the hill with 
his skies on top of Dad's Porsche. Get a team 
where the finals al Chamrousse would be picnic 
compared to the American semi - finals at Stowe 
or Alia. If not, label the team as "USA — 
Above $35,000 - A - Year Division."

McKees Rocks obtained an in- 
junction Saturday barring the 
owners of Shafer Hall Nortli at 
Clarion from evicting coeds who 


had refused lo pay increased 
rent. 


"There are similar cases in 


the state," said Homer, co-chair- 
man of the investigating commit- 
tee. "But none of the others are 
that severe." 


Homer said the state Depart- 


ment of Labor and Induslry has 
refused 
to give Shafer Hall 


North an occupancy permit be- 
cause it has fire alarms which 
can't be heard by all the resi- 
dents, a roof that leaks, stair- 
ways which are too tiny, and 


inadequate plumbing and sewer 
systems. 


He said college officials have 


told him they think only half of 
the 550 men and women living 
in the dorm would be able to 
hear the fire alarms. He said 
investigatois have found some of 
the fire extinguishers in the 
dorm to he empty. 
.Homer said Millersville and 
Lock Haven are the only two of 
the 14-state - owned colleges and ' 
universities without private dor- 
mitories. 


He said he understands there 


are several dormitories housing 
students, even though they have- 
n't received a permit from the 
Department of Labor and Indus- 
try. 


"We just started about a month 


ago," said Homer. "So the only 
one we've investigated so far is 
Clarion. But the department has 
told me there are several which 
don't have permits." 


"This is why my committee is 


looking into this problem, and 
we hope to come up with some 


solution as soon as possible," 
Homer said. 


He estimated it would take five 


to six months before the com- 
mittee is ready to submit pro- 
posed legislation. 


The furor started at Clarion 


when Arenze, Inc., of 
Mon- 


roevillc, owner of the dorm, no- 
tified students they'd have to 
pay $180 to live there for the 
second term. First term rent 
was $144. 


Several of the 240 coeds living 


in the one wing of the dorm 


balked. They complained that 
the owner had promised a cafe- 
teria in the building but didn't 
provide it. They had to walk a 
mile to the college dining hall. 


They said they'd been prom- 


ised a shuttle bus, They didn't 
get it. 


So Kathy Gunnell of Pitts- 


burgh's suburban Penn Hills and 
13 other women went to attor- 
ney Arnold Dolby of Clarion for 
help. 


Dolby took checks for $144 to 


Joseph E. Jonnetl of Arenze and 


advised the girls to hold out. 


Jonnett put up an eviction no- 


tice. The girls held out. Jonnett 
put up a notice Friday saying 
the heat and electricity would 
be shut off Monday. The girls 
still didn't budge, and Dolby 
went to Allegheny County Judge 
Arthur Wessel Jr. 


Wessel blocked further action 


in the dispute and set a hearing 
for March 4. 


Meanwhile, the 250 men living 


in a separate wing paid their in- 
creased rent and weren't af- 


fected by the dispute. 


The dormitory owners couldn't 


be reached for comment. 


School officials have stayed 


out of the dispute, rnaintaining ' 
that, it was between the girls and 
Ihe landlord. 


Homer said he feels the state 


is vitally affected by the dispute. 


He noted that the rapid growth 


of state colleges has put a strain 
on the slate's facilities, forcing 
them to turn to private firms for 
dormitory space.

Santorini lies in the middle of 


the Aegean, 75 miles north of 
Crete. The Caparts think it was 
an island sacred to Poseidon, 
Greek god of the sea, and the 
one which ancient writers had 
in mind when they told of the 
center of a great civilization 
which sank beneath the water 


after a great catastrophe. 


This is the way the philoso- 


pher Plato described it: 


"Poseidon isolated the central 


mountain. For this purpose, he 
made enclosures of sea 
and 


land, small and large, one out- 
side the other." 


If you look at a map of Santo- 


rini it is easy to imagine it as 
the remains of a thin circle of 
land, about 12 miles in diame- 
ter, surrounding a circular bay. 
In the middle there are now 
small islands which the volcano 


has thrown up since Plato's 
time. He knew it as a great 
empty bay from which the cen- 
tral mountain had disappeared. 


"The outside belt of land," 


Plato 
wrote, "was entirely 


closed 
except for a 
channel 


leading from the sea. It was 
covered with houses, numerous 
and pressed against one anoth- 
er." 


It is some of these houses 


which Capart thinks have jeen 
found near the village of Ak'roti- 
rion by James W. Mavor Jr. 


from the Oceanographie Institu- 
tion of Woods Hole, Mass., and 
Prof. 
Emily 
Vermeulc

Wellesley College. 


The Caparts think the "sons 


of Atlas"—in Greek mythology 
Atlas was a son of Poseidon—in- 
vaded the Aegean from Libya in 
North Africa. They link

which 
went 


through a sudden tremendous 
change about HOC B.C. 


They cite an impressive series 


.of similarities among the leg- 


ends, historical accounts and ar- 
chaeological remains of Crete 
and Atlantis. 


Beginning about 1500 B.C. 


there was a new invasion of the 
Aegean, 
this time from 
the 


north. The Achaeans, warriors 
from the Balkan peninsula, con- 
quered much of the area. 


Not long after they came to 


the Aegean occurred the tre- 
mendous eruption of the Santori- 
ni volcano. 


"In just one day and one terri- 


ble night," says Plato, "the 


whole army of the Greeks was 
swallowed up all at once and the 
island of Atlantis sank into the 
sea and disappeared." 


Capart says that in a few 


hours 100 feet of while ash cov- 
ered the nearby islands. Fires 
were started as far as 500 miles 
away and a 115-foot tidal wave 
sped off in a circle from Santo- 
rini at more than 180 miles an 
hour, destroying the whole em- 
pire of Atlantis, he adds.

summer camp for girls, six to 
17, Camp Nausakwa, situated 
on a 1,000-acre site five miles 
north of Mt. Pocono, will be 
able to accommodate % girls 
during the 19C8 summer season, 
according to William J. Gilbert, 
camp administrator.

tuals. The legend remains. Now 
it is encased in the sand and 
mud of a fly-ridden town of flat, 
dun colored, mud brick co.m- 
pounds inhabited by about 8,000. 
persons who are the best tourist 
attraction in the place. 


Timbuktu 
has 
been 
disap- 


pointing tourists for years. . 


But still they come. Timbuktu 


is to tourists what Mt. Everest 
is to mountain climbers—they 
seek it simply because it is 
there. 


First sight at the new, Moor- 


ish-designed 
airport 
recently 


was an Air Mali DC3 plane 
chartered by American tourists. 
On one day in Bamako, Mali's 
capital nearly 500 miles to the 
southwest, could be found two 
Columbia University professors 
and their wives heading for 


Timbuktu. Right behind them 
were the American ambassador 
to Guinea, Robinson Mcllvaine, 
and the former ambassador to 
Liberia, Edward 
Rhetts and 


their wives. 


Mali government officials say 


about 2,000 tourists have visited 
Timbuktu since the start of the 
' "high season," when (lie rains 
stop at the end of November. 
This is the first year the Mal- 
ians, who suddenly have real- 
ized Timbuktu is still one of the 
biggest names in tourism, have 
campaigned to attract tourists 
and their money. 


Camels still are a big attrac- 


tion, and their handlers who loll 
with their ungainly animals out- 
side the main market will pro- 
vide a ride for patrons for about 
50 cents. 


Otherwise, guided tours of the 


town are short and snappy. 


Timbuktu is not rich, and the 


goods on display are scanty. 


Tourist items on sale range 


from high-backed desert saddles 
to an ostrich egg done up in a

ment beside a rain-filled water 
hole where scores of camels 
gather to water in the morning. 
The seven double bedrooms rent 
for §2 or S3 a night. The Malians' 
are building a fancier two-story 
hotel wilh 22 rooms, 40 beds, 
and running water. A wall fell 
in during construction in De- 
cember. But by mid-January, 
Americans who had paid S79 a 
day for a 69<tay African tour 
were living there without com- 
plaint. 


An outdoor dining room is 


covered by raffia mats to keep 
out the dust, and food is sub- 
stantial bul sandy and most of- 
ten includes the Malian national 
dish, misch-wi, roast lamb on a 
spit. 


Flying is the quickest way to 


get to Timbuktu. Air Mali, often 
piloted by Russians or Chinese, 
schedules four planes a week 
from Bamako. The trip may 
take from three to five hours.

MOSCOW (AP) - A family 


selected as representative of the 
Soviet,way of life earns 225 ru- 
bles—$250-a month, occupies a 
three-room apartment and owns 
a black mongrel dog. 


The family, the Kharitonovs 


of the Black Sea port city of Ni- 
kolayev, was described by the 
government newspaper Izvestia. 


Anotoly and Kalya Kharilo- 


nov started out with a few sec- 
ond-hand chairs and a bed when 
they were married 17 years ago. 


Today he_ makes $167 a month 


as a shipyard fitter, she earns 
half that much as a bookkeeper, 
and they live comfortably with 
their 15-year-old' daughter Ira 
and Mrs. Kharitonov's mother. 


The couple has come a long 


way since lie called on her for 
the first lime, embarrassed by 
liis shabby suit. 


Taken off to Germany as a 


slave laborer at 15, drafted into 
the Soviet army after the war, 
Anatoly had returned home with 
nothing but his soldier's uni- 
form. Her father had been killed 
at the front, leaving his widow 
with three children to raise. 


In the early days of their mar- 


riage they had to do without 
much and watch every kopeck. 
Anatoly, used to hardships, ac- 
cepted their lot without com- 


plaint. But his wife, like women 
everywhere, wanted nice things 
and, 
Izveslia 
said: "She 


planned and saved, happy in ev- 
ery new purchase." 


Slowly they acquired simple 


home appliances, on the install- 
ment plan. Money put aside for 
Katya's birthday provided the 
first payment for a vacuum 
cleaner. 


A washing machine, refriger- 


ator and leievision set followed. 


While the passage of the years 


brought 
relative prosperity, 


money is still a big problem. 
Mrs. Kharitonov wastes much 
time standing in line at the slate 
food stores rather than go to (he 
city market, where prices are 
higher. 


"When a big purchase has to 


be made, like a winter coat for 
Ira, the cost is approximately 


two weeks wages" Izvestia said. 
"This 
means 
stretching 
the 


budget, racking one's brains on 
how to make ends meet." 


A survey made in their city 


showed that 61 per cent of the 
average family's nonfood pur- 
chases are 
for clothes and 


shoes. Food itself lakes $1,646 of 
the average, wages in Nikolayev 
of $2,431. 


The Kharitonovs, with their 


$3,000 a year, are above aver-. 
age for their city and more so 
for the whole country. A central 
statistical administration sur- 
vey 
on 
a 
nationwide basis 


showed an average annual wage 
income for a family of this size 
to be $2,003. 


Beside the cares of their own 


daily 
lives, the Kharitonovs 


have to cope with olhcr burdens 
they have assumed voluntarily. 
They are studying to improve 
their 
education.

WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— A 


high-ranking official conceded 
Friday 
that 
some 
American 


commodities sent to Vietnam 
are being diverted into Commu- 
nist-held areas—and he said he 
sees no way to halt this com- 
pletely. 


It would be an "impossibly 


expensive proposition" to pre- 
vent all diversions to the Viet 
Cong, and there Is no effective 
way to do it, said Rutherford 
Poals, deputy director of the 
Agency for International Devel- 
opment (AID). 


The difficulty was brought to 


light 
after 
the 
Cambridge, 


Mass., consultant firm of Arthur 
D. Little, Inc., made a prelimi- 
nary survey of commodity re- 
quirements for AID, centering 
on an apparent massive over- 
supply of galvanized sheet steel. 


Need fur roofing 


About 17,700 metric tons of 


this metal were imported into 
Vietnam last year although the 
estimated need for roofing and 
siding-Is about 2,000 tons an- 
nually. 


Among possible explanations 


for the wide gap between the 
large supply and the small de- 
mand the Litte report offered 
this: 


"Quantities could be moving 


to road and river interchanges 
like My Tho and from there into 
Viet Cong hands. However, the 
total supply and demand data 
that can be developed are not 
strong enough to support more 
than a surmise along these 
lines." 


The Little recommendation is 


for direct observation by allied 
rlver-and sea-patrol craft and 
points as the best way to esti- 
mate the volume of steel sheet 
moving to the Viet Cong. 


Poals and other AID authori- 


ties are altempling to get some 
definite estimate of commodity 
requirements, particularly since 
the

blitz hit Saigon and the urban 
centers.

and other world fashion cen- 
ters." 


Castro and other Cuban lead-

"But 
they haven't said anything and I 
don't think Ilicy will now. Too 
many girls are wearing ihein."
